Practical  Precepts 

for 

Offset  Presses 


by  Lawrence  C.  Ridenour 


after  some  twenty-five  years 
»  »  as  a  letterpress  pressman  I  took 
up  offset  presswork,  I  did  it  antici¬ 
pating  a  craft  that  was  akin  to  the 
letterpress  trade.  I  have  now  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  offset  process 
of  printing  is  so  peculiar  in  its  nature 
that  its  relationship  is  rather  distant. 
There  is  an  overlap  of  certain  features 
that  combine  to  give  it  strong  likeness 
to  letterpress  printing.  But  there  is  a 
divergence  so  pronounced  on  some 
points  that  the  relation  is  little  evident 
when  these  points  are  considered  sepa¬ 
rately  and  alone. 

It  has  been  said  with  regard  to  off¬ 
set  printing  that  the  principles  are  the 
same  as  in  letterpress  printing  but  the 
mechanics  are  different,  and  again, 
that  the  mechanics  are  the  same  but 
the  principles  are  different.  Person¬ 
ally  I  believe  that  these  ideas  can  he 
reversed  with  satisfaction  to  the  indi¬ 
vidual  mind  or  fancy,  with  no  harm  to 
a  working  knowledge  and  that  the 
argument  can  be  left  to  those  who  are 
fond  of  debate.  For  the  present  some, 
particular  items  will  be  commented 
upon  for  the  purpose  of  helping  offset 
employes  and  in  general  to  inform 
others  who  may  be  interested. 

The  three  main  features  that  differ¬ 
entiate  offset  printing  are  the  image 
plate,  the  rubber  blanket,  and  the  wa¬ 


ter  system.  All  these  are  factors  pecu¬ 
liar  to  offset  printing  alone  and  require 
knowledge  that  cannot  be  gained  in 
letterpress  practice.  This  method  of 
impressing  letters,  figures,  and  objects 
on  paper  with  ink  is  done  with  an  ap¬ 
proximately  flat  surface  of  a  plate 
which  the  dampening  rollers  as  well  as  ^ 
the  ink  rollers  must  contact  all  the  i 
time  printing  is  being  done.  - 

The  operation  on  the  press  is  done 
with  three  cylinders — the  plate  cylin¬ 
der,  the  blanket  cylinder,  and  the  im¬ 
pression  cylinder.  This  is  unlike  letter 
presses  where  the  impression  is  made 
direct  from  a  form  of  relief  surfaces 
to  a  sheet  of  paper  on  a  cylinder,  the 
only  cylinder  used.  In  offset  printing 
the  impression  is  first  made  from  the 
plate  on  the  blanket,  and  then  from 
the  blanket  to  the  sheet  of  paper  by 
the  impression  cylinder  against  it. 

Pressures  must  be  obtained  with  pre 
cision.  This  is  so  important  that  a 
micrometer  must  be  used.  Guesswork 
is  not  advisable.  Experienced  work¬ 
men  as  well  as  the  apprentices  should  j 
form  the  habit  of  gauging  thicknessci 
with  the  micrometer.  This  good  rule 
pays  when  observed,  and  is  not  a  petty 
notion.  It  is  true  that  there  may  be 
exceptions  to  the  rule,  but  there  should 
be  no  reversion  so  that  the  rule  be- 
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ROUSE  Lead  and

The  plate  must  be  clean  on  the  back, 
and  the  packing  sheets  that  are  re¬ 
quired  to  bring  it  up  to  the  right  thick¬ 
ness  must  be  kept  smooth  and  even  as 
the  plate  is  rolled  on  to  the  cylinder. 
The  plate  clamps  must  be  drawn  up 
equally,  each  one  a  little  at  a  time. 
Care  must  be  exercised  so  the  plate 
does  not  buckle. 

The  blanket  likewise  must  be  packed 
up  to  the  correct  thickness,  and  when 


der.  It  should  be  known  that  the  sDot 
ting  up  of  this  kind  is  not  done  m  Ae 
thorough,  minute  and  varied  detail  as 
for  letterpress  makeready. 

In  setting  the  impression  cylinder 
back  it  off  so  the  print  is  very  weak 
and  somewhat  broken,  then  proceed 
to  make  it  stronger  with  try  out  sheeu 
of  the  stock  to  be  used.  With  few  ex¬ 
ceptions  this  pressure  against  the 
blanket  should  not  exceed  one  and 
one-half  thousandths  more  than  the 
thickness  of  the  stock  for  the  job. 


rolling  it  on  the  cylinder  a  little  more 
caution  perhaps  should  be  taken  than 
with  the  plate,  because  the  sheets  are 
more  easily  buckled  under  the  blanket 
than  under  the  plate.  If  there  is  any 
doubt  about  these  packing  sheets  be¬ 
ing  smooth,  the  cylinder  should  be 
backed  up  and  an  examination  made 
before  drawing  up  the  clamp  bar,  so 
no  chances  need  be  taken. 

It  may  be  surprising  to  know  that 
even  a  new  blanket  sometimes  has  low 
places  in  it  that  must  be  patched,  with 
paper  on  the  under  side.  A  “spot” 
sheet  similar  to  that  used  in  letter- 
press  makeready  is  the  better  way  to 
even  up  either  an  old  or  new  blanket. 
To  do  this  the  plate  is  gummed  up, 
wiped  down  and  fanned  dry.  The  plate 
is  then  inked  up  solid,  and  a  sheet 
printed  from  it  with  proper  coverage 
so  the  low  places  show  up  well.  This 
is  done  without  the  use  of  the  dampen¬ 
ers.  When  the  location  for  hanging 
this  sheet  on  is  determined,  it  is  pen¬ 
ciled  out  with  carbon  paper  on  the 
back  and  is  patched  up  with  tissue  or 
manifold  according  to  needs.  The 
packing  will  have  to  be  re-checked 
with  the  micrometer  once  more  to  as¬ 
certain  the  proper  thickness  which 
must  be  duly  corrected  when  this 
sheet  is  hung  in.  This  same  “spot” 
sheet  can  be  kept  in  for  following 
plates  as  long  as  the  printing  comes 
within  the  same  area,  and  as  long  as 
the  same  blanket  is  used  on  the  cylin- 


The  impression  cylinder  should  be 
kept  clean  from  any  accumulations  of 
dry  ink  due  to  backing  up  jobs  where 
the  ink  piles  up.  Gasoline  and  pumice 
powder,  and  sometimes  a  safety  razor 
blade  are  excellent  to  use  for  this 
cleaning.  If  there  happens  to  be  smali 
dents  or  nicks  in  the  surface  of  the 
impression  cylinder  caused  by  acci¬ 
dents,  they  can  be  filled  in  and 
smoothed  down  with  the  gummy  ac¬ 
cumulation  of  asphaltum  around  the 
opening  of  the  container.  This  of 
course  will  in  time  wear  out  and  will 
have  to  be  renewed.  The  larger  low 
areas,  if  there  be  any,  should  be  located 
by  making  an  impression  on  the  bare 
cylinder  and  filled  in  with  patches  of 
paper  having  the  right  thickness.  The 
patches  can  be  put  on  with  any  kind 
of  glue  or  cement  that  will  adhere  to 
metal  surfaces.  Be  sure  the  surface  is 
clean  and  free  from  any  grease  or  oil. 

It  is  highly  important  that  the  damp¬ 
ening  rollers  be  carefully  set.  They 
must  contact  the  plate  evenly,  end  and 
end,  but  just  strong  enough  for  con¬ 
tact  to  be  unbroken  all  the  way  across 
so  as  to  function  properly  and  not  give 
undue  wear  to  the  plate.  This  can  best 
be  done  by  using  strips  of  paper  (pref¬ 
erably  bond)  three  thousandths  in 
thickness,  two  inches  in  width,  and 
conveniently  long  enough  to  pull  on, 
as  a  “feeler.”  The  feeler  is  placed  un¬ 
der  the  dampening  roller  where  there 
is  no  seam  and  then  set  snug  enough  to 
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nermit  the  feeler  to  pull  out  and  not 
tear  in  two.  If  it  tears  in  two  the 
dampener  is  set  too  close  and  must  be 
released  until  the  paper  does  not  tear. 
If  the  dampening  roller  is  damp,  as  in 
the  case  of  re-setting  during  the  “run” 
tome  allowance  must  be  made  on  the 
pull  of  the  feeler,  within  reason. 

Much  more  could  be  said  with  re¬ 
gard  to  either  of  these  three  items,  the 
plate,  the  blanket,  and  the  dampeners 
but  space  forbids.  Enough  however 
has  been  indicated  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  precision  in  pressures. 
The  even,  lighter  pressures  are  neces¬ 
sary  for  pleasing  results  in  offset  print¬ 
ing,  not  only  as  it  concerns  the  fin¬ 
ished  product,  but  as  it  concerns  also 
the  wear  on  the  plate  and  blanket,  and 
on  human  beings  as  well. 

In  this  connection  it  seems  proper 
that  something  should  be  said  about 
the  use  and  care  of  the  micrometer. 
It  can  be  already  understood  that  much 
is  dependent  upon  it  for  accuracy  in 
offset  printing,  and  that  it  deserves 
much  respect.  In  using  the  “mike”  as 
it  is  called,  the  thumb  nut  ratchet 
should  be  turned  to  make  the  final 
closure  for  correct  contact  in  order 
to  obtain  an  exact  reading.  It  should 
then  be  read  while  held  in  its  fixed 
position  on  the  material  being  gauged. 
Removing  the  tool  to  read  it  may  cause 
it  to  slip  and  thereby  give  an  erroneous 
indication. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  a 
good  micrometer  is  a  rather  delicate 
and  costly  instrument  and  worthy  of 
the  utmost  care.  It  should  not  be 
thrown  about  or  dropped.  It  should 
not  be  toyed  with,  nor  used  to  pound 
or  tap  down  something  as  the  writer 
once  saw  one  used.  Its  adjustment 
should  never  be  tampered  with  out  of 
sheer  curiosity.  It  should  be  kept  in  a 
place  of  protection,  where  it  will  not  be 
subject  to  corrosion  or  become  marred 
acids,  and  be  kept  in 
reliable  working  order.

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sired  positions.  By  this  same  method, 
the  rubber  plates  may  also  be  firmly  at¬ 
tached  to  a  base  formed  with  the  Ster¬ 
ling  Small  Sectional  Block  System.  All 
the  sectional  blocks  of  this  System 
are  12-point  lined  in  both  directions, 
to  facilitate  accurate  make-up,  and  the 
slight  indentions  of  the  12-point  lines 
help  in  anchoring  the  adhesive  part  of 
the  plates  more  firmly  than  on  an  ordi¬ 
nary  flat  base. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  several  well- 
known  electrotype  companies  are  now 
making  to  order  a  standard  height  of 
molded  rubber  printing  plates,  ready 
for  regular  attachment  to  a  patent  all- 
metal  plate-mounting  base.  These 
plates  include  duplicates  of  100-line 
screen  halftones,  all  kinds  of  line  en¬ 
gravings  and  zinc  etchings,  forms  of 
type  matter,  type-and-rule  forms,  pho¬ 
toengravings  of  the  multi-color  class, 
and  “combination”  forms  of  type  com¬ 
position  and  line  engravings.  Each  of 
these  electrotypers  has  a  special  de¬ 
partment  with  complete  equipment  for 
the  making  of  vulcanized  rubber  print¬ 
ing  plates.  The  molded  rubber  plates 
are  also  made  for  use  on  the  plate 
cylinders  of  single-color  and  multi¬ 
color  rotary  presses. 

One  highly  successful  make  of  the 
molded  rubber  printing  plates,  for  use 
in  connection  with  a  patent  all-metal 
plate-mounting  system,  placed  on  a 
flat-bed  cylinder  press,  is  briefly  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows: 

Both  the  mold  from  the  original 
form  an(J  the  molded  plate  are  made 
on  a  double  heated  platen  type  of  ma¬ 
chine  known  as  a  hydraulic  vulcaniz¬ 
ing  press.  Unvulcanized  sheet  rubber, 
about  .090  inch  in  thickness,  is  used 
in  making  the  molded  plate,  and  the 
sheet  of  rubber  is  vulcanized  while  on 
the  mold,  for  about  twelve  minutes  at 
a  temperature  of  approximately  290 
degrees,  F.  By  means  of  a  special  ad¬ 
hesive,  the  finished  plate  is  firmly  at¬ 
tached  to  a  sheet  of  zinc  which  is  about 


.062  inch  in  thickness.  The  completed 
plate  is  now  close  to  .152  inch  in 
height,  the  same  as  the  standard  height 
of  unmounted  electrotypes.  The  edges 
of  the  zinc  “backing”  of  the  rubber 
plate  are  beveled  to  20  degrees.  With 
the  usual  register  hooks,  the  metal- 
backed  plate  can  be  attached  to  a  pat¬ 
ent  plate-mounting  base,  like  the 
“PMC  Warnock”  or  the  “Sterling 
Toggle,”  for  example. 

With  the  essential  plate-curving  ma¬ 
chine,  curved  metal-backed  molded 
rubber  plates  of  the  same  style  as  de¬ 
scribed,  can  be  made  for  attachment 
to  grooved  plate  cylinders  on  a  rotary 
press,  of  practically  any  make,  size  or 
kind.  The  new  “PMC  Warnock”  me¬ 
chanical  rotary  hooks  can  be  used  to 
hold  and  register  sets  of  this  style  of 
metal-backed  rubber  plates  on  grooved 
plate  cylinders  of  any  rotary  press.  Of 
course,  any  other  kind  of  hard  metal 
“backing”  may  be  used  for  molded 
rubber  plates,  including  copper,  brass 
and  aluminum.  It  is  even  possible  to 
utilize  heat-treated  electrotypers’  metal 
as  “backing,”  but  a  harder  metal  is 
more  durable  for  this  purpose,  espe¬ 
cially  for  rubber  plate  duplicates  of 
original  color  plates. 

In  much  the  same  manner,  solid  rub¬ 
ber  tint  plates  can  be  constructed,  for 
the  printing  of  delicate  tints,  bright 
color,  metallic  ink,  or  transparent  over¬ 
print  varnish.  These  plates,  however, 
should  be  made  of  vulcanized  sheet 
rubber,  a  regular  product  which  is  sup¬ 
plied  by  several  of  the  larger  rubber 
manufacturing  companies,  and  the  roll 
stock  can  easily  be  cut  to  any  required 
surface  size.  The  solid  tint  plates,  af¬ 
fixed  to  a  sheet  metal  “backing,”  and 
attached  to  a  plate-mounting  system, 
can  be  worked  either  on  a  flat-bed 
cylinder  press  or  a  rotary  press.  In 
many  instances,  the  same  plates  may 
be  reused  for  other  similar  work.  With 
the  aid  of  a  ruler  and  a  sharp  knife,  it 
is  simple  to  trim  the  used  plates  to 
smaller  sizes,  cutting  the  unwanted 
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rubber  away  right  down  to  the  metal 
“backing.” 

There  are  many  different  applica¬ 
tions  for  these  solid  rubber  plates. 
They  are  being  used  to  color  white 
paper  stock  on  one  side;  to  print  sev¬ 
eral  solid  colors  or  tints  on  a  web  of 
paper  for  fan-fold  business  record 
forms;  to  produce  metallic  coated  pa¬ 
per,  either  by  means  of  direct  printing 
in  metallic  ink,  or  by  the  method  of 
first-printing  the  stock  with  sizing  and 
then  having  the  wet  sized  sheets  run 
through  a  bronzing  machine.  They  are 
also  being  used  to  finish  various  kinds 
of  color  printing  with  a  coating  of 
transparent  overprint  varnish,  and 
single-color  halftone  printing  with  a 
film  of  colored  transparent  overprint 
varnish. 

Although  the  largest  users  of  molded 
rubber  printing  plates  are  specialty 
printers,  and  the  paper  converting  in¬ 
dustry  as  a  whole,  many  commercial 
printers  are  now  using  the  molded  rub¬ 
ber  plates,  on  flat-bed  cylinder  presses, 
and  on  platen  presses,  for  the  color 
printing  of  advertising  folders,  covers 
for  booklets,  street  car  and  store  coun¬ 
ter  cards,  posters,  hangers,  greeting 
cards,  paper  box  wrappers,  large  ma- 
nila  mailing  envelopes,  wall  calendar 
backs,  metal-faced  paper  labels,  and 
so  on.  The  plates  for  all  this  range  of 
work  should  be  to  the  standard  .152 
inch  height,  and  they  should  be  worked 
on  a  patent  all-metal  plate-mounting 
base. 

To  provide  for  the  making  of  all 
kinds  of  molded  rubber  printing  plates, 
a  number  of  large  manufacturing  com¬ 
panies  are  now  producing  both  oil- 
resisting  and  acid-resisting  types  of 
sheet  rubber,  made  in  several  standard 
thicknesses.  They  are  also  making  the 
sheet  rubber  in  different  degrees  of 
Durometer  hardness,  ranging  from  43 
to  85  degrees.  For  example,  an  un¬ 
vulcanized  sheet  ruhher  of  85  Durome¬ 
ter  hardness,  has  proven  to  be  most 


efficient  for  making  rubber  plate  dupli  t 
cates  of  fine  line  engravings,  halftonK 
of  from  65-  to  100-line  screen,  and 
forms  of  small  sizes  of  type.  The  softer  f 
grades  of  unvulcanized  sheet  rubber- 
Durometer  hardness,  75,  65,  and  45  de’.  j 
grees,  cover  a  wide  variety  of  applica. 
tions,  and  make  it  possible  to  produce  ' 
medium-soft  or  real  soft  vulcanized  i 
molded  rubber  plates  to  meet  the  most  ! 
exacting  printing  requirements  of 
many  different  makes,  weights  and  fin¬ 
ishes  of  paper  stock.  The  unvulcanized  1 
rubber  compounds  are  always  used  to 
make  vulcanized  rubber  plates. 

Included  among  the  variety  of  sheet 
stock  now  being  printed  with  molded 
rubber  plates  are :  White  wove,  kraft, 
regular  glassine,  the  new  ultra-trans-  | 
parent  glassine,  metallic-coated  paper,  ) 
clay-coated  folding  box-board,  all 
makes  of  transparent  materials,  flint- 
glazed  and  friction-glazed  papers.  1 
metal-faced  paper,  celluloid,  waxed  ! 
paper,  vegetable  parchment  and  spe-  ! 
cial  moisture-proof  parchment,  manila,  t 
heavy  coated  paper-board,  bristols,  ' 
solid  fibre  board,  corrugated  board, 
tissues,  uncoated  book  papers,  antique 
finish  rag-content  stocks,  lacquer- 
coated  paper,  and  special  velvety  pa¬ 
pers  like  those  finished  with  a  flock 
surface. 

It  is  evident  that  most  of  the  stocks 
mentioned  require  what  is  called  a 
“kiss”  impression  in  printing  from  rub¬ 
ber  plates.  Such  a  fine  degree  of  im¬ 
pression  is  impossible  from  a  form 
made  up  of  molded  rubber  plates 
which  are  of  varied  heights,* or  when 
the  plates  are  directly  mounted  with 
adhesive  on  wood  base  or  even  on  a 
grooved  metal  plate-mounting  system. 
The  method  of  inserting  12-point  metal 
liners,  or  “fillers”  in  the  angle  grooves 
of  a  patent  metal  plate-mounting  base 
is  recommended  for  use  with  rubber 
plates  which  are  not  “backed  up”  with 
a  sheet  of  hard  metal.  No  metal  “fill¬ 
ers”  are  necessary  in  a  grooved  base.

For  many  years  now  our  company 
has  been  manufacturing  precision  all- 
metal  plate-mounting  bases,  including 
the  PMC  Wamock  Diagonal  Block  and 
Register  Hook  System,  Sterling  Toggle 
Hook  and  Base  System.  Both  these 
styles  of  bases  are  adaptable  to  the 
accurate  mounting  of  all  kinds  of  metal 
printing  plates  and  rubber  printing 
plates,  made  to  the  standard  height  of 
.152  inch.  Both  these  bases  are  made 
to  the  standard  height  of  .759  inch.  It 
is  important  to  know  that  when  plates 
of  the  .152  inch  height  (or  11  points)

on  the  heated  mold. 

However,  even  a  regular  molded  rub¬ 
ber  plate  becomes  close  to  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  a  laminated  “non-stretch”  plate 
when  it  is  firmly  attached  with  rubber 
adhesive  to  the  surface  of  a  sheet  of 
hard  zinc,  copper,  aluminum,  or  other 
suitable  metal.  The  thickness  of  the 
sheet  of  metal  may  be  .062  inch,  and 
the  thickness  of  the  molded  rubber 
plate  about  .090  inch.  These  two  thick¬ 
nesses  together  form  a  plate  the  total 
height  of  .152  inch,  the  same  as  the 
standard  height  of  unmounted  electro¬ 
types.  Makers  of  molded  rubber  plates 
in  general  could  supply  printers  with 
plates  of  this  standard  height,  for  use 
on  flat-bed  printing  presses,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  a  patent  all-metal  plat^ 
mounting  system.

Act  XIV  of  Showmanship  in  Business 

by  Zenn  Kaufman 


There  was  once  a  telephone  line¬ 
man  who  had  suffered  a  broken 
leg.  He  was  taken  to  a  hospital  for 
treatment.  After  the  leg  had  been  set, 
a  pretty  redheaded  nurse  asked  him 
how  the  accident  had  happened.  He 
enlightened  her  in  the  following  words: 

“You  see,  lady,  it  was  like  this,  I 
was  out  stringing  for  the  company  and 
I  had  one  ground  mole.  He  was  a  big 
come-along  and  she  was  a  heavy  one. 
I  was  pullin’  on  her  and  yelled  to  the 
mole  to  give  the  guy  a  wrap;  instead 
he  threw  a  sag  into  her  and  that  broke 
my  leg.” 

“I  don’t  quite  understand,”  said  the 


nurse. 


“Neither  do  I,”  said  the  lineman. 
“The  damn  fool  must  have  been  crazy.” 

Keep  this  story  always  in  mind  when 
you  are  spending  any  great  sum  of 
money  on  goods,  printed  matter,  or 
speech  that  somebody  else  is  supposed 
to  understand — to  appreciate — to  com¬ 
prehend.  Being  at  the  head  of  the 
parade  is  fine,  but  being  an  hour  ahead 
of  it  is  bad.  The  public  takes  time  to 
absorb. 

Your  mind,  when  you  write  copy,  is 
two  jumps  ahead  of  each  word.  A 
reader  is  two  jumps  behind  it.  The 
public  mind,  as  we  have  suggested 
perhaps  thirty-five  times,  is  amazingly 
simple. 

Consider! — When  they  used  to  put 
movie  dialogue  on  silent  screens,  do 
you  remember  how  long  they  kept  the 


words  on  the  screen?  You  frequently 
sat  there  and  said  to  yourself,  “Cone 
on,  there.  I’ve  finished  that  long  ago.” 
Take  your  cue  from  the  show  business.  ^ 
When  you  put  on  your  business  show 
make  it  as  simple  as  possible. 

Without  rigid  simplicity  of  appeal, 
it’s  suicide  for  a  promoter  of  any  sort 
to  attempt  to  interest  people  in  lots  of 
100,000  or  more.  Even  boxing,  for  ex¬ 
ample.  As  a  fine  old  science  and  art, 
boxing  has  practically  disappeared. 
People  won’t  pay  to  see  a  boxer.  Or, 
putting  it  another  way,  modem  mass 
production  of  crudely  uneducated  audi¬ 
ences  seeking  the  simplest  passive  sen¬ 
sation  has  forced  ring  promoters  to 
offer  not  smart  fighters,  but  heavy- 
fisted,  thick-skinned  smashers,  who,  in 
the  parlance  of  the  ringside,  can  “dish 
it  out  and  take  it.”  Such  an  audience 
actually  resents  skill  in  avoiding  un¬ 
necessary  punishment. 

Babe  Ruth  in  much  the  same  man¬ 
ner,  revolutionized  the  entire  game  of 
baseball  when  he  departed  from  the 
famous  hitters  of  the  past  by  taking  a 
golfer’s  grip  on  the  extreme  end  of  hii 
bat.  Thus,  he  started  his  own  highly 
specialized,  but  utterly  simplified  art 
of  batting  the  ball  over  a  short-right- 
field  fence,  and  quite  unintentionally 
lifted  most  of  the  intelligence  out  of 
the  game  of  baseball,  bringing  the 
game  within  the  enjoyment  of  an  addi¬ 
tional  two  million  fans.

just  makes  glass  front  billboards  out 
of  them.  He  takes  full  advantage  of 
the  third  dimension  but  dramatizes 
just  ONE  idea  and  always  a  simple 
one.  Back  in  January,  William  Acker, 
writing  in  Graphic  Arts  Monthly  on 
window  display,  stressed  the  impor¬ 
tance  •  of  avoiding  crowded  jumbled 
windows.  Too  often  printers  pile  an 
endless  number  of  samples  into  a  win¬ 
dow — with  the  result  that  nothing  is 
seen. 

Keep  your  own  advertising  simple 
by  emphasizing  “one**  basic  appeal. 
You  may  want  to  stress  reputation, 
economy,  versatility  or  convenience. 
All  these  factors  have  their  merits,  but 
when  thrown  at  the  buyer  all  in  a  heap, 
their  effectiveness  is  lost. 

Keep  your  sales  contests  simple. 
The  thing  that  breaks  up  more  con¬ 
tests  than  anything  else  is  a  compli¬ 
cated  scoring  plan.  If  salesmen  need 
a  slide-rule  and  a  knowledge  of  cal¬ 
culus  to  unravel  their  position  in  the 
contest,  you  can  be  very  sure  they  will 
be  lost  in  a  maze  of  blindman’s  buff. 

One  thing  that  makes  a  contest  easy 
to  follow  is  a  large  wall  chart  that 
shows  at  a  glance  the  position  of  the 
contestants.  Frank  Commanday  once 
told  me  of  one  of  the  simplest  and  ef¬ 
fective  contest  ideas  I’ve  ever  heard. 
It  consisted  of  a  set  of  movable  pic¬ 
tures  of  the  salesmen,  placed  in  order 
of  sales  ranking,  on  the  manager’s  wall. 
“My  Hall  of  Fame”  he  called  it,  add¬ 
ing,  “Costs  me  only  six  bucks.”  He  took 
a  picture  of  the  gang,  then  made  5  to  7 
enlargements.  “They  all  like  to  see 
their  mugs  at  the  head  of  the  line.” 

Prize  contests  should  be  simple.  In 
New  York  a  Beautiful  Child  contest 
pulled  114,000  entries.  All  you  had  to 
do  was  to  send  in  a  picture  of  your 
baby.  Nothing  to  write,  tear  off,  draw  or 
count.  It’s  beeii  proved  countless  times 
that  the  simpler  a  contest — the  more 
entries  it  pulls.  In  Ohio  they  offered 
a  prize  worth  a  dollar  for  the  largest 


potatoe  in  town.  Results  included  $16 
worth  of  newspaper  publicity,  plus  $9 
worth  of  potatoes. 

The  Allen  Hall  Company  in  New 
York  ran  a  simple  and  effective  con¬ 
test  by  offering  a  set  of  familiar  trade 
marks  and  asking  folks  to  identify 
them.  Scores  were  mighty  low,  inci. 
dentally,  which  again  proves  how  hard 
it  is  to  put  over  an  emblem  even  if  yoi  ,  j 
are  spending  millions  to  do  it. 

Of  course,  it’s  in  face-to-face  sellii 
that  the  gearing  down  is  needed 
Clerks  who  don’t  understand  a  pro 
can  never  present  the  story  properly  tol 
prospects  and  customers.  A  simplaijl 
sales  story,  boiled  down  to  a  few  worm 
will  usually  produce  more  sales  than  a1 
long,  drawn  out  rigamarole  expr 
in  a  salesman’s  own  words.  Outside  of] 
the  man  who  won’t  say  anything  of| 
sales  value,  the  greatest  menace  to  a 
sale  is  the  man  who  overflows  the  pro 
pect  with  a  mass  of  unimportant  and 
confusing  detail,  putting  the  custoD 
in  the  position  of  the  man  in  the  r»^. 
taurant  to  whom  the  waiter  pours  out] 
an  offer  of  apple,  peach,  pineappl^l 
strawberry,  and  cocoanut  custard.  i 

Copywriting  demands  the  same  clear, 
lucid,  definite  style  of  presentation. 

Richard  Borden,  whose  teachmg  of 
sales  tactics  has  been  marvelously  suc¬ 
cessful,  rates  this  intense  concentration 
on  one  simple  appeal  as  a  fundamental 
feature  in  all  showmanship,  and,  in¬ 
deed,  in  all  effective  selling.

Before  the  17th  century,  the 
inks  used  in  printing  fre¬ 
quently  were  made  by  the 
printer's  own  staff  who,  for 
the  purpose,  held  regular 
field  picnics  at  which  they 
set  up  their  kettles  and  boiled 
linseed  oil,  topping  off  the 
whole  performance  by  toast¬ 
ing  bread  in  the  hot  oil.  The 
idea  of  the  time  was  that  bread 
made  a  good  "oil  drier." 


In  an  effort  to  conserve  llnsa 
for  the  use  of  paper-makers, 
decrees  were  issued  throagb 
out  Europe,  during  the  15th 
century,  obliging  people  to 
enshroud  their  dead  in  wool 
instead  of  linen. 


William  Bullock,  inventor  of  the  first  rotary  press  print¬ 
ing  from  a  continuous  roll  of  paper,  really  got  his  start 
about  10  years  earlier  when,  faced  with  the  refusal  of 
a  democratic  printer  to  print  his  weekly  Whig  paper, 
"The  American  Eagle,"  he  constructed  .  .  .  within 
about  a  week  ...  a  press  made  of  wood  plus  a  verr 
little  iron  furnished  by  a  local  blacksmith.  With  this 
hastily-built  press,  Bullock  printed  his  weekly. 


When  Beniamin  Franklin  started  his  printing  business  in  London  in  1725, 
the  press  he  used  appears  to  have  been  a  model  substantially  similar  to  tho 
press  devised  in  1620  by  Blaew  of  Amsterdam,  which  required  11  manual 
operations  to  print  a  single  sheet  of  paper.  This  press  was  one  step  ahead 
of  the  model  Gutenberg  used.

A  There  should  be  no  need  to  slip 
#!•  sheet  the  job  referred  to  in  ihig 
letter,  regardless  of  which  color  is  run 
first.  While  green  ink  usually  offsets 
easily,  it  can  be  controlled  with  the 
right  kind  and  amount  of  drier.  We  ‘ 
suggest  that  you  mix  about  one  half 
ounce  of  paste  drier  to  one  pound  of 
the  green  ink.  Try  this  and  if  not  quite 
enough  add  a  trifle  more  drier.  If  it 
dries  too  fast  on  the  plate,  and  you 
have  no  further  offset,  reduce  the 
amount  of  drier.  On  the  next  batch  of 
ink  you  order,  send  a  sample  of  the 
stock  to  your  ink  man,  and  tell  him 
to  add  sufficient  drier  to  prevent  offset. 

Keep  the  stock  warm  in  order  to 
avoid  static  electricity  in  the  printed 
sheet.  This  nearly  always  causes  offset. 

I  consider  the  sample  sent  a  very 
good  job  of  printing,  even  for  a  cylin¬ 
der  press,  and  exceptionally  so  for  a 
platen  press.

From  the 
enclosed  page  you  will  see  that  some 
of  the  letters  in  the  lines  marked  are 
imperfect.  W e  have  examined  the  mats 
carefully,  comparing  them  under  a 
glass  with  new  mats,  and  can  find  no 
trouble  with  them.  We  have  also  ex¬ 
amined  the  type  cast  from  them  and 
can  see  no  difficulty  with  it. 

Our  linotype  is  a  Model  14,  No. 
36,635,  and  the  printing  was  of  an 
eight  page  form,  the  pages  teing 
on  a  two  revolution  Whitlock 
No.  IE,  1841.

A  Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  with 
printed  sample  and  faulty  slugs 
justifies  analysis. 

1.  The  lower  (4-em)  ejector  blade  is 
deficient  in  forward  thrust,  does  not 
touch  the  slug  base  in  ejection,  that 
end  of  the  slug  lagging  behind  in  leav¬ 
ing  the  mold  cell,  violating  the  taper 
of  ribs  and  liners  provided  for  easy 
ejection,  showing  a  heavy  bind  or  drag 
against  the  right-hand  liner  at  the  top 
— caused  by  forcibly  ejecting  the  slug 
out  of  parallel  or  square  with  the  mold. 
This  liner  drag  and  some  rib  bind  also 
inevitable  create  a  resistance  that  has 
forced  the  2-em  ejector  section  just 
above  the  4-em  section  into  the  slug 
base,  expanding  the  hot  metal  tightly 
against  the  mold  cell  walls  at  that 
point,  a  visible  “drag”  being  caused 
on  the  slug  wall  in  ejection.  The  mold 


showing  (at  right)  portion  of  two  slug  sec¬ 
tions  in  a  tong  line.  The  letter  at  the  division 
point  overhangs,  and  the  next  slug  is  automat¬

cell  walls  at  this  point  will  in  time  ' 
become  roughened,  increasing  resist, 
ance  upon  the  ejector.  Slugs  will  some- 
times  warp  into  a  curved  face  line 
defeating  a  true  face  level.  The  defi’ 
cient  ejector  section  must  be  corrected 
to  eject  slugs  in  true  parallel  within 
their  taper  limits.  The  ejector  blade 
faces  should  show  a  straight  vertical 
line.  Excess  ejection  resistance  will 
disappear  and  slug  height  will  not  vary. 

2.  Your  printed  sample,  on  glaze 
finish  with  light  impression,  shows  face 
level  variations,  several  letters  so  low 
they  lack  both  impression  and  ink. 

To  restore  face  level  will  correct  both. 

A  certain  variation  may  result  from 
varying  degrees  of  mold  warp,  on  old 
machines,  particularly  where  gas 
torches  are  used.  But  a  dirty  mold  face 
and  a  dirty  matrix  edge  wall  resulting 
are  more  often  responsible.  If  the  mold 
face  is  kept  clean  and  polished,  matrix 
edge  walls  contacting  them  clean  and 
polished,  liners  true  and  snugly  held 
in  line  in  ejection  (must  not  “float” 
in  and  out) ,  use  will  show  where  metal 
is  first  disposed  to  accumulate  upon 
the  mold  face.  Slight  mold  cap  adjust¬ 
ments  upon  their  end  guides  may  re¬ 
store  their  harmony  where  warp  is 
slight.  If  both  mold  body  and  cap  per¬ 
sistently  accumulate  at  the  right  end 
a  failure  of  parallel  (mold  disk  to  vise) . 
is  indicated.  The  column  tie-bolt 
(anchored  to  the  large  cam  upper  bear¬ 
ing  behind)  should  be  snug  (not  too 
tight)  to  add  rigidity  in  lockup  and 
cast.  The  anchor  that  holds  the  right- 
hand  vise-locking  handle  is  provided 
with  several  very  thin  steel  feather 
shims,  one  of  which  may  be  extracted 
from  its  bed  into  the  column,  tending 
to  restore  parallelism  when  other 
means  fail.  It  should  be  the  last  resort. 

3.  Set  mold  slide  eccentric  to  ad¬ 
vance  mold  disk  in  lockup  with  a  slight 
visible  retraction  of  the  disk  betwera 
primary  and  final  justification,  to  in¬ 
sure  free  matrix  release  for  their  final 
lockup  alignment. 

4.  Set  first  elevator  head  screw  to

permit  free  rise  and  fall  (about  .015*) 
for  horizontal  spread  of  mats  and 
bands  in  justification.  A  graphite  bath 
on  the  wedges  in  addition  to  deert 
rub  will  greatly  aid  justification  on 
long  measures. 

5.  Justification  block  may  touch  and 
drive  up  band  wedges  as  line  settles 
in  vise.  On  snug  lines  especially  this 
creates  a  primary  bind  interfering  with 
matrix  alignment  in  lockup  and  cast. 
Replace  the  first  justification  lever  cam 
roll  with  an  over-size  in  such  case  to 
hold  the  justification  block  down 
safely  in  the  clear. 

6.  A  vise-locking  handle  persistently 
working  loose  without  warning  and  not 
discovered,  may  be  responsible  for  oc¬ 
casional  face  level  variations.  Vise 
jaws  should  be  clean  and  polished 
where  they  contact  mats  and  mold 
face. 

With  the  above  outline  applied,  face 
level  variations  should  be  so  slight  the 
pressman  would  have  no  further  com¬ 
plaint,  and  the  resulting  product  a 
source  of  pride.

Care  of  Planen 

0  1  have  recently  started  work  in  a  nn 
*  shop— quite  a  large  place — and  find 
that  the  type  planers  all  over  the  place  aie 
in  a  terrible  condition.  In  the  place  whm 
I  worked  previously  we  were  right  next 
door  to  a  planing  mill,  and  being  on  friendly 
terms  with  the  men  there,  we  took  the 
planers  there  for  resurfacing  when  the  face 
of  planer  got  rough.  I  have  used  sand¬ 
paper,  too,  but  this  does  not  always  get  the 
face  of  planer  level — it  seems  to  round  the 
face  toward  the  edges.  Do  you  know  any 
better,  quicker  way  to  smooth  the  surfaw 
of  planers? 

— St.  Louis,  Mo. 

A  It  is  surprising  how  much  misuse  type 
can  get  from  poor  planers,  when  the 
remedy  lies  so  close  to  home.  The  face  d 
the  planer  can  be  sanded  down— usini 
coarse  paper  to  get  down  to  new  wood, 
then  finishing  with  very  fine  paper.  But  a 
still  quicker,  more  accurate  method  b  to 
put  the  planer  in  the  cutting  machine.  At 
first  thought,  this  may  seem  to  be  taking 
unfair  advantage  of  the  cutting  machine, 
but  most  of  our  paper  is  made  from  wood 
fiber,  so  you  will  find  that  shaving  the  sur¬ 
face  off  the  planer  will  not  dull  the  knife 
very  much.  Put  the  face  of  the  planer  un¬ 
der  the  clamp,  shaving  off  scarcely  more 
than  a  point.  This  will  insure  an  accurate, 
smooth  surface.  At  least,  this  has  been 
our  experience.  We  were  recently  in  a 
large  pressroom — a  place  doing  a  high  claa 
of  work — but  it  was  easy  to  see  that  Aeir 
quality  did  not  come  from  the  condition 
of  their  planers,  but  in  spite  of  them.  We 
looked  over  several  of  the  planers,  and 
every  one  had  the  surface  all  chewed  up 
and  full  of  holes  where  the  type  had  sunk 
into  the  face.  In  addition,  there  was  a 
heavy  coating  of  dried  ink  all  over  the  face. 
At  least  one  of  the  planers  beside  a  press 
was  lying  face-down  on  the  concrete  floor 
where  it  nad  every  chance  to  pick  up  ynt, 
broken  glass  or  anything  else  which  might 
be  lying  loose.  It  is  a  good  practice  to 
wipe  oft  the  surface  of  the  planer  every  tune 
before  planing  down  a  form — using  gasoIiM 
or  ink  solvent  on  a  rag  to  remove  any  dried 
ink — this  gives  the  smooth,  hard,  wood 
face  an  opportunity  to  toudi  the  face  oi 
all  the  type.  This  matter  of  planers  is  a 
small  one,  but  a  very  essential  one.

Printing  Plates  by  Projection 

PROJECTION  of  images  is  older 
than  photography— the  idea  of  pro- 
jection  was  employed  in  the  camera 
obscura,  the  predecessor  of  photo, 
graphic  cameras,  said  to  have  been 
used  by  Leonardo  da  Vinci,  though 
credit  for  its  invention  (1569)  is  mu- 
ally  given  to  Giambattista  della  Porti 
Such  devices  literally  consisted  of  i 
dark  room  in  which  spectators  viewed 
images  thrown  upon  one  wall  of  the 
chamber  by  an  aperture  or  lens  fixed 
in  the  opposite  wall. 

Following  the  introduction  of  pho¬ 
tography,  the  projection  principle  was 
employed  for  the  production  of  en¬ 
larged  photographic  images,  either  in 
the  form  of  photographs,  or  as  en¬ 
larged  images  projected  from  smalk 
images  (lantern  slides)  by  means  of 
the  old-fashioned  magic  lantern. 

The  production  of  the  first  photo¬ 
graphic  enlargements  utilized  sunlight 
as  illumination — the  so-called  solar  en¬ 
largements.  This  was  followed  by  the 
use  of  various  forms  of  artificial  light, 
which  were  eventually  displaced  by  the 
electric  light,  a  more  powerful  and 
much  safer  illuminant. 

But  whereas  increase  in  the  sensi 
tivity  of  gelatino-bromid  papers  greatly 
facilitated  the  operation  of  producing 
enlarged  photographic  prints,  a  corre- 
pondingly  happy  situation  unfoM- 
nately  did  not  exist  in  photomechania 
It  apparently  was  not  possible  to  in¬ 
crease  tbe  light-sensitivity  of  bichro- 
mated  albumen,  the  main  sensitizer  in 
use  in  photomechanics  at  the  close  of 
the  past  century. 
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Efforts  were  made  to  increase  the 
sensitivity  of  bichromated  colloids  by 
the  addition  of  accelerating  (chemical) 
agents  (ammonium  persulfate;  cobalt 
chlorid;  copper  chlorid;  copper  sul¬ 
fate;  gelatose;  magnesium  chlorid; 
manganese  chlorid;  manganese  sul¬ 
fate;  uranium  chlorid),  but  the  in¬ 
crease  in  sensitivity  effected  by  such 
additions  was  not  sufficient  to  appre¬ 
ciably  decrease  the  exposures  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  efficient  projection  of  line 
and  halftone  images  on  litho  printing 
surfaces  sensitized  with  bichromated 
albumen. 

Faced  with  these  limitations,  it  is 
not  surprising  to  see  that  compromise 
measures  were  attempted  in  order  to 
produce  enlarged  lithographic  images, 
especially  those  required  for  photo¬ 
lithographic  posters. 

One  of  the  compromise  measures 
was  the  production  of  enlarged  half¬ 
tone  negatives,  such  as  were  employed 
in  the  Giganto graphic  process  (1899) 
of  J.  Giesecke,  Leipzig,  Germany. 

The  production  of  enlarged  negatives 
was,  however,  a  rather  expensive  pro¬ 
cedure,  especially  in  view  of  the  rather 
limited  editions  of  litho  posters  and 
displays.  The  utilization  of  smaller 
negatives  and  the  projection  of  these 
small  images  directly  on  the  sensitized 
pressplate  was  obviously  a  more  eco¬ 
nomic  and  efficient  method,  but  in  view 
of  the  limited  sensitivity  of  bichro¬ 
mated  albumen,  the  only  avenue  left 
open  to  achieve  this  goal  was  to  in¬ 
crease  the  intensity  of  the  illumination 
used  for  projection. 

Attainment  of  this  intensity  involved 
the  employment  of  high-amperage  arc 
lamps,  augmented  by  condensers  or 
lens-like  devices,  which  concentrate 
the  illumination  by  gathering  together 
divergent  or  parallel  rays  of  light, 
causing  them  to  Qonverge  towards  the 
lens  after  passage  through  the  photo¬ 
graphic  image,  thereby  utilizing  a 
much  greater  percentage  of  the  effec¬ 
tive  (actinic)  illumination. 


Space  does  not  permit  mention  of 
the  many  ideas  in  this  direction,  but 
some  attention  must  be  given  to  the 
Poster  graph  process  (1929)  based  on 
the  use  of  special  equipment.  Tbit 
consisted  of  two  parts:  the  camera 
proper,  fitted  with  a'short  focal  length 
lens,  neptive  holder,  condensers,  and 
a  powerful  source  of  light.  The  second 
part  of  the  apparatus  was  a  vertical 
easel  on  which  the  sensitized  plate  was 
attached  during  exposure  of  the  pro- 
jected  image,  and  which  was  contained 
on  the  same  rigid  stand  carrying  the 
projection  camera. 

The  light  source  was  a  specially  con¬ 
structed  arc  lamp  of  125-  to  185-ain- 
peres,  so  arranged  that  the  posithe 
carbon  was  in  axial  alignment  with 
the  direction  of  the  projected  rays. 
The  positive  carbon  was  caused  to 
rotate  so  as  to  maintain  a  crater  at  its 
point,  which  held  a  small  volume  of 
incandescent  gas  or  vaporized  metal 
and  emitted  a  tremendous  volume  of 
highly  actinic  light.  * 

Projection  apparatus  employing 
high-amperage  arc  lamps  as  illumina¬ 
tion  unavoidably  incurs  several  dis¬

The  water-cooled  mercury  vapor 
lamp  is  mounted  in  a  separate  carriage 
behind  the  copy  carriage  of  the  M-H 
camera,  and  is  arranged  so  it  can  be 
moved  into  position  for  illuminating 
the  photographic  image  intended  for 
projection  to  the  sensitized  presaplate. 
When  not  in  use,  the  illuminating  d^ 
vice  can  be  moved  to  the  extreme  copy 
end  of  the  Overhead  camera— out  of 
the  way  for  all  other  work. 

The  other  attachment  is  an  overhead 
extension  built  into  the  darkroom  or 
exposure  chamber  of  the  camera,  and 
on  which  is  suspended  a  carriage  carry¬ 
ing  a  vacuum  back  adapted  to  hold  the 
largest  metal  pressplate.

According  to  Huebner,  the  new  mer¬ 
cury  vapor  lamp  has  a  higher  actinic 
action  on  the  sensitized  pressplate,  and 
is  free  from  movement,  vibration,  or 
fluctuation  during  any  length  of  expo¬ 
sure.  This  steady  light  consequently 
produces  a  sharp  image,  with  improved 
results  heretofore  considered  impossi¬ 
ble  with  arc  illumination — ^with  special 
reference  to  the  fading  at  the  four  cor¬ 
ners  of  large  halftone  images,  fre¬ 
quently  experienced  with  arc  lights. 

A  decided  advantage  of  the  Huebner 
system  is  the  elimination  of  the  intense 
heat  generated  by  high-amperage  arc 
lamps.

or  no  heat  is  retained  hy  the  material 
in  the  path  of  the  rays.  Where  absorp¬ 
tion  occurs  (black  surfaces),  some 
heat  is  developed,  but  this  is  so  low 
as  to  be  non-comparable  with  the  heat 
developed  by  arc  lamps. 

Exposure  time  is  said  to  be  reduced, 
not  only  because  of  the  increased  ac- 
tinicity,  but  also  because  of  the  higher 
sensitivity  of  the  sensitizing  solutions 
suggested  for  use  with  the  equipment. 
Special  formulas  have  also  been 
evolved  for  the  production  of  projected 
deep  etch  plates  from  positive  photo¬ 
graphic  images. 

The  time  of  exposure  is  stated  to  be 
from  8  to  24  minutes,  depending  upon 
the  size  of  the  enlargement. 

The  new  mercury  vapor  lamp  can 
presumably  be  operated  on  alternating 
current,  a  very  appreciable  item  in  the 
cost  of  electrical  installations  for  pro¬ 
jection. 

In  addition  to  this,  economy  is  ef¬ 
fected  in  current  consumption,  since 
the  mercury  vapor  lamp  uses  only  a 
fraction  of  the  electrical  energy  con¬ 
sumed  by  the  blazing  carbons  of  arc 
lamps. 

The  life  of  the  mercury  tube  inserted 
into  the  new  water-cooled  lamp  has  not 
yet  been  definitely  ascertained:  labora¬ 
tory  tests  for  a  period  of  three  weeks 
did  not  indicate  the  slightest  decrease 


in  the  volume  of  light.  Replicenai 
tubes  are  estimated  to  have  a  life  of 
anywhere  from  100  to  500  hours-I 
point  yet  to  be  determined. 

One  thing  may  be  definitely  ac- 
cepted:  the  cost  of  replacement  will 
be  extremely  low  as  compared  to  the 
cost  of  carbons  consumed  in  arc  lamps. 

The  Huebner  system  of  projection 
with  mercury  vapor  is  contingent  and 
built  on  the  use  of  the  Monotyp^ 
Huebner  Overhead  Camera.  While  the 
apparatus  is  still  in  the  introductory 
stage,  practical  results  already  achieved 
show  the  expediency  of  the  apparatus 
and  the  processes  developed  for  its  use. 

In  the  past,  the  projection  of  presfr 
plates  has  been  faced  with  many  ob¬ 
stacles  and  problems.  The  Huebner 
principle  is  undoubtedly  a  progressive 
and  pioneering  step  in  the  history  of 
photomechanical  projection,  especially 
since  it  apparently  dispenses  with  the 
need  of  special  projection  cameras,  and 
last  but  not  least — it  introduces  the 
greatly  welcomed  factor  of  economy 
into  the  process  of  producing  enlarged 
(projected)  photolithographic  print¬ 
ing  surfaces.

The  Relative  Strength  of  Bon^ 
Papers  as  Disclosed  by 
Laboratory  Tests 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Tech¬ 
nical  Association  of  the  Pulp  aod 
Paper  Industry,  in  February  1938,  a 
paper  yras  presented  by  two  inembet« 
W.  R.  Willets,  and  Richard  T.  Bing^ 
ham,  who  are  connected  with  the  paper 
development  laboratory  of  the  Tita¬ 
nium  Pigment  Corporation.  The  teats 
quoted  herewith  are  taken  from  their 
report. 

Bond  papers  are  priced  in  the  United 
States  upon  the  basis  of  their  rag  con¬ 
tent.  No  other  intimation  of  quality 
is  vouchsafed  in  the  present  grading 
of  rag  content  bonds. 

In  the  case  of  sulphite  grades  the 
brightness  (maximum)  and  the  Mullen 
strength  (maximum)  for  each  grade 
is  prescribed. 

It  therefore  becomes  interesting  to 
compare  other  and  more  significant 
factors  in  order  to  ascertain  how  the 
intrinsic  values  of  various  grades  may 
compare  with  one  another. 

The  samples  tested  were  made  “un¬ 
der  as  nearly  identical  conditions  as 
exist  in  the  mills  producing  such 
sheets.”  We  are  uninformed  as  to  the 
sources  from  which  the  samples  were 
obtained.  Our  conclusions  will  there¬ 
fore  be  unbiased. 

All  tests  were  made  in  a  constMi 
humidity  room  at  50  per  cent  rdative 
humidity  and  70  deg.  F.  The  instra- 
ments  used  were  a  Perkins  Mullen 
bursting  strength  tester,  a  Scott  tffl- 
sile  tester,  and  an  Elmendorf  tearing 
tester.

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mented  papers  (i.  e.  those  containing 
or  not,  titanium  dioxide)  will  be  ig¬ 
nored  here,  as  we  are  concerned  only 
with  a  comparison  of  the  strength  fac¬ 
tors  characteristic  of  typical  commer¬ 
cial  grades  of  regular  bond  papers 
which  contain  no  pigments. 

We  have  long  held  the  opinion  that 
the  accepted  method  of  grading  bond 
papers  and  other  kinds  as  well,  is  a 
handicap  to  papermakers  who  believe 
in  a  uniform  price  structure  for  equiv¬ 
alent  grades.  This  follows  simply  be¬ 
cause  the  method  of  grading  offers  no 
assurance  of  providing  equivalent 
value  for  the  given  grades. 

This  is  especially  true  of  the  fine 
papers,  such  as  bonds  and  ledgers 
which  admit  of  more  jockeying  of  the 
furnish,  while  preserving  very  similar 
superficial  properties.  It  also  happens 
that  rag  papers  can  be  altered  more  by 
the  technique  of  beating  than  papers 
made  of  chemical  wood  pulps,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  great  disparity  between 
various  grades  of  rags. 

A  scientific  method  of  grading  is 
more  important  to  the  buyer  of  fine 
papers,  because  of  the  character  and 
requirements  of  many  of  the  uses  of 
papers  in  this  classification.  The  table 
below  forcefully  illustrates  the  glaring 
inadequacy  of  the  present  system  of 
grading  and  pricing  rag  content  bond 
paper. 

Our  considerations  are  confined  to 
the  relative  strength  factors  for  the 
purpose  of  this  discussion.  A  bond 
paper  must  often  be  selected  in  refer¬

A  study  of  the  table  below  indicates 
that  brightness  does  not  stem  from  the 
per  cent  of  rag  in  paper.  It  is  even 
evident  that  by  the  addition  of  small 
amounts  of  titanium  dioxide,  the 
brightness  of  a  sulphite  bond  may  be 
made  to  excel  that  of  a  100  per  cent 
rag  content  bond.  It  appears  that  the 
25  per  cent  rag  content  bond  tested, 
exceeded  in  brightness  samples  of  50 
and  75  per  cent  rag  bonds  and  nearly 
equalled  that  of  the  100  per  cent 
sample. 

This  shows  how  little  a  buyer  can 
depend  upon  optical  standards  to  de¬ 
termine  quality  in  paper. 

Another  very  striking  comparison 
brought  forth  by  the  table  below  is, 
that  from  a  physical  standpoint  the 
25  per  cent  rag  bond  shows  superiority 
over  the  100  per  eent  rag  bond  which 
happened  to  be  tested.  The  50  per  cent 
rag  bond  appears  to  show  up  practi¬ 
cally  as  well  as  the  75  per  cent. 

The  general  results  of  these  com¬ 
parisons  completely  discredit  the  pres¬ 
ent  method  of  grading  bond  papers.

Tricks  the‘Tta4e 


Triangle  Shooflies  Help 

We  publish  a  tabloid  daily,  using  a 
Lee  press  and  running  four  pages  up. 
Occasionally  we  have  need  for  two  ex¬ 
tra  pages  and  in  such  cases  run  them 
one  page  up  on  a  12x18  C.  &  P.  Crafts¬ 
man  with  Rice  unit.  Sometimes  when 
static  is  bad  we  have  difficulty  getting 
the  delivery  to  take  the  printed  sheet 
from  the  platen,  even  though  every¬ 
thing  is  set  perfectly.  To  overcome  this 
I  cut  triangle  shooflies  in  the  tympan 
at  the  upper  edge  of  the  paper  on  either 
side  of  the  spots  where  the  delivery 
suction  grippers  contact  the  sheet.  The 
result  is  very  gratifying.  Said  shooflies 
are  such  as  are  often  cut  on  cylinder 
presses  where  mechanical  shooflies  fail 
to  function  properly.  The  action  seems 
to  be  to  minimize  the  suction  between 
the  tympan  and  the  printed  sheet,  thus 
allowing  easier  takeoff  of  the  sheet.

Indicate§  Gauge  Side 

We  find  the  driving  of  a  small  nail 
into  the  form  so  that  the  head  of  the 
nail  will  print  half  off  the  gauge  side 
of  the  sheet  very  convenient  to  the 
pressman  and  cutting  department.  For 


example,  if  the  pressman  is  runniu 
the  paper  through  more  than  once/he 
can  easily  tell  which  is  the  gauge  side 
of  the  sheet.  This  will  save  him  the 
trouble  of  marking  the  paper  by  hand, 
which  is  very  easily  forgotten.  The  cut- 
ting  department  will  also  know  whidi 
is  the  gauge  side  of  the  sheet.

Ruled  Forms 

In  a  type  and  rule  form,  where  rules 
run  off  sheet,  set  the  measure  two  or 
three  ems  longer.  Place  all  the  justi¬ 
fications  at  the  end.  This  not  only  al¬ 
lows  all  rules  to  butt  snugly  against 
type,  but  also  eliminates  many  half 
measures  and  the  rivers  of  justificatka 
often  seen  between  the  type  and  rules. 

Where  rules  cannot  run  off  edge  and 
appearance  is  important,  a  snug  fit  can 
also  be  accomplished  by  assembling 
the  material  on  saw  table  and  trimming 
off  to  the  correct  measure.

An  Admirable  Type  Book 

It  is  tefreshing  to  see  the  ne«  tne 
book  produced  by  The  Georrian  IW 
Inc.,  175  Varick  Street,  New  York'S 
This  book  is  a  credit  to  the  craft 
In  addition  to  the  valuable  informa, 
tion  it  embodies  for  advertising  craft*, 
men,  it  is  strikingly  well  desiped  in 
a  contemporary  treatment.  The  last 
section  of  the  book  illustrates  pfintini 
samples  produced  by  The  Gwrgun 
Press.  These  are  fine  examples  of  hi^ 
quality  printing.  Incidentally  this  finn 
won  this  year’s  high  award  at  the  New 
York  Employing  Printers  Association 
of  Graphic  Arts. 

The  book  measures  11%  inches  wide 
by  14  inches  high,  and  consists  of  118 
pages.  It  has  a  smooth  white  cover 
wrapper  with  the  word  “TYPE”  in  10 
inch  letters  hot-pressed  into  the  paper. 
The  cover  itself  is  of  dull  silver  doth 
with  same  size  block  letters  hot-pressed 
into  the  cover  with  air  brushed  shadow 
effect.  It  is  a  hard  cover  bound  sewed 
book  with  the  fly  leaves  picturing  pho¬ 
tographs  of  printing  presses,  printed 
in  gray  ink  on  light  gray  stock.  The 
backbone  is  in  royal  blue  cloth  with 
silver  letters.  Each  book  bears  the 
name  of  the  recipient  printed  on  a 
transparent  rag  rice  stock  forming  part 
of  the  title  page  design  which  is  on  the 
following  page  showing  through. 

The  book  contains  a  cross-index 
similar  to  the  Public  Library  System 
making  it  a  very  simple  matter  to  lo¬ 
cate  the  type  desired.  In  addition  to 
the  cross-index,  the  pages  showing  the 
type  faces  are  alphabetically  ananged 
for  easy  reference.

Employes  Security 

Webendorfer-Wills  Co.,  Mt.  Vernon,

An  unusual  provision  in  the  plan  is 
tbe  one  that  provides  that  a  majority 
of  four-fifths  of  the  advisory  committee 
is  necessary  to  sustain  the  dismissal 
of  an  employe  on  appeal.
